ANNUAL  MONTANA  AIR  TOUR 

Bob  Henrtdcson.  president  of  the  Montana  Pilots  Associ- 
ation. has  announced  that  the  annual  air  tour  sponsor^  by 
the  ptlols  oi  Montana  will  oaoin  head  north  to  Canada  this 
year. 

The  tour  will  be  to  Jasper.  Alberta,  and  is  scheduled  so 
that  the  pilots  participating  in  the  tour  may  attend  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  International  Northwest  Aviation  ^un- 
cll.  The  meeting  of  the  Council  will  be  attended  by  avtalirm 
personnel  from  the  four  northwest  states,  the  western  prov- 
inces of  Canada  and  Alaska. 

City  and  county  municipal  airport  officials  are  planning 
to  attend  and  pilots  in  the  state  who  are  going  on  the  air 
lour  are  requested  to  contact  their  local  airport  boards  and 
public  officials  in  event  they  hove  extra  seots  available  in 
their  airplane. 

The  Oregon  cur  tour  will  be  pointed  by  Doc  White  ol 
Portland  to  Jasper  and  Chet  Moulton,  Director  of  Aeronoutlc' 
for  Idaho  is  cheduling  a tour  of  aviation  people  to  Jasper. 
Washington  pilots  are  iolnlng  as  the  Idaho  and  Oregon 
groups  go  through  Washington. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  pilots  and  flying  people  ol 
other  stales  are  lotning  the  pilots  of  Montana  on  this  annual 
air  lour. 

The  Montana  four  will  gather  lor  lunch  at  Great  Falls 
on  Saturday.  September  IS.  at  which  time  Customs  officials 
will  clear  all  north  bound  aircraft.  The  group  will  fly  to  Leth- 
bridge and  Calgary,  departing  Sunday  morning  with  a lunch 
slop  at  Edmonton.  The  tour  will  continue  Sunday  afternoon 
to  Jasper  which  Is  located  240  miles  west  of  Edmonton. 

The  Jasper  airport  i • 3350  feet  In  elevation  and  is  located 
on  the  Athabaska  river.  The  airport  has  a good  sod  run- 
way 4340  feel  long  and  SOO  feet  wide  and  runs  approximately 
north  and  south.  Frequent  use  is  made  of  the  airport  by 
DC-3  and  other  large  oiicraft. 

Complete  information  on  the  plans  for  the  tour  including 
maps  will  be  available  through  the  office  of  the  Montana 
Aeronautics  Commission 

GET  SOJOURN  PERMIT 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C..  July.  - Anyone  flying  a U.  S 
registered  personal  type  alraaft  into  a foreign  country  for 
ol  six  months  or  less  must  file  a declaration  of  tempo- 
rary soioum  with  the  United  Slates  Collector  of  Customs  at 
the  place  of  departure. 

Many  personal  pilots  making  trips  Info  Canada  mo  be- 
ing Inconvenienced  because  they  are  not  aware  of  this  re- 
quirement. 

Aircraft  are  designated  as  implements  of  war  and  as 
such  are  subiect  to  export  licensing  requirements  but  one  to 
four-pl^c-;  planes  are  exempt  from  the  licensing  regulation 
if  the  owner  or  operator  files  a written  statement  that  the 
trip  outilde  the  country  Is  for  six  months  or  less.  This  declar- 
ation need  not  be  sworn  to  and  may  cover  several  departures 
and  returns  of  the  particular  aircraft  during  six-month  period. 


CHECK  YOUR  PILOT  REGISTRATION 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission the  Director  was  instructed  to  moke  a field  check 
of  all  pilots  flying  aircraft  end  to  initiole  appropriate  action 
to  enforce  the  Aeronautics  Commission  regulotion  which  re- 
quires that  all  certificated  pilots  be  registered  vdth  the  office 
of  the  Commission  annually.  Appllootions  for  registration 
may  be  obtained  from  any  flight  operator  and  should  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  office  of  the  commission  together  with  the  $1.00 
registration  fee.  The  registration  requirement  applies  to  all 
certificated  pilots  Including  pilots  with  student  permits. 

SUGGESTED  UNIFORM  STATE  AIR  MOBILIZATION 
PROGRAM  AVAILABLE 

A suggested  uniform  State  Plan  for  Civil  Aviation  Mo^ 
bllizollon  and  Civil  Defense  Is  available  from  CAA’s  office 
ol  Aviation  Information.  This  is  the  same  plan  recently  ap- 
proved by  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration. 

The  Plan  calls  for  the  slate  director  of  ovlotlon  to  head 
the  emergency  mcbilixotlon  effort  with  an  aviation  advisory 
council  to  assist  him,  Area  and  section  chiefs  will  serve  with 
-rounty  chiefs  and  next  local  chiefs,  who  will  probably  be 
airport  managers.  Each  leader  will  have  a council  of  clti- 
.^ens  to  assist  him 

The  three  conditions  under  which  this  aviation  plan 
would  go  into  action  are:  Military  emergency  anticipated, 
not  declared:  declared  mllliary  emergency;  and  octive  war. 
Deloiled  plans  have  been  worked  out  and  adopted  to  assure 
uniform  action. 

NPA  SETS  ASIDE  ENOUGH  MATERIALS  FOR  3.500 
LIGHTPLANES  YEARLY 

America's  lighlplone  builders  will  receive  enough  con- 
trolled materials  to  build  al  the  rate  of  3,500  craft  a year, 
the  flgxrre  recently  recommended  by  the  Air  Coordinating 
Committee.  Officials  of  the  National  Production  Aulhorily's 
Aircraft  Division  told  the  Dolly  they  have  cc-t  aside  156  ions 
of  carbon  steel,  369  tons  oi  alloy.  21,753  pounds  of  stainless, 
52,739  pounds  ropper  ond  1.123,670  pounds  of  aluminum 
for  the  fourth  quarter  of  1951  for  non-carrier  aircraft  and 
spares.  They  claim  this  will  be  enough  to  take  core  of  the 
new  light  plane  production  program.  — Americon  Aviation 
Dally. 

DAKOTAS  FEEDER  ROUTE  PROPOSAL  GAINS  SUPPORT 

A north-south  feeder  oir  route  linking  several  eastern 
North  Dakota  cities  with  South  Dakota  points  will  be  odv<> 
caled  by  the  North  Dakota  Aeronautics  Commission  The 
group  endorsed  the  proposal  at  its  lost  meeting.

A French  airplane,  the  Leduc  Ramlel,  has  its  «ew  com- 
partmenl  located  inside  the  ramlet  engine.  The  air  Intake  of 
Ihe  engine  is  a pari  of  the  fuselage,  but  Ihe  acluol  combustion 
takes  place  behind  Ihe  crew  compartment. 

Special  windows  permit  ihe  pilots  to  see  out  of  the 
strange  aircraft.  In  an  emergency,  the  entire  fore-part  of  the 
airplane  (containg  the  crew)  is  disengaged  and  lowered  by 
parachute.'-Iowa  Aviation  Bulletin.

tions. 

The  above  action  was  taken  to  relieve  the  communi- 
cators from  any  restriction  In  making  telephone  calls  per- 
taining lo  search  and  rescue. 

CAA  IDENTIFICATION  CARDS  DUE  SEPTEMBER  1ST 

All  pilots  ond  mechanics  who  hove  pul  off  obtaining 
their  CAA  Identiicalion  Cords  becouzc  they  either  didn't 
have  identical  photos  or  couldn't  find  their  birih  certificates 
should  give  the  matter  their  immediate  otlentton;  otherwise, 
the  last  minute  rush  is  going  lo  deprive  many  of  completing 
this  requirement  prior  lo  the  deadline  date  of  September  1st. 
In  ov,plvln-5.  provide  tho  follo-^^lng: 

1 , Two  identical  photos,  approximately  one  by  one  inch 
In  size,  lull  foc.->,  head  only,  taken  within  the  12 
months  proceeding  date  ol  application. 

2.  Proof  of  idenlilicallon,  such  as  licenses,  or  combina- 
tion of  identification  cards  and  documents  which  will 
identify  the  appitcani. 

3-  Proof  citizenship,  place  of  and  date  of  birth,  such  as 
birth  cerlillcale.  baptismal  cerllficate,  passport  or  an 
airman  identification  card  issued  by  CAA  during 
World  War  II 

4.  His  airman  cerllficale.

Il  weighs  169  pounds 
and  IS  estimated  to  have  a potential  of  320-lb.  sialic  thrust 
The  engine  Is  now  undergoing  tests  as^  demonstrator  at 
Norlhrup  Aeronautical  Institute.

I would  rather  be  on  the  ground  wishing  I was  up  there 
than  up  there  wishing  1 was  on  the  ground. 

FLIGHT  ASSISTANCE 

Between  2 and  3 p.  m.,  a BeechcrafI  Bonanza  departed 
Missoula  en  route  lo  Great  Fall.,  via  G2.  A2  airways  About 
3:10  p.  m.,  this  aircraft  called  Drummond  Radio  (the  aircraft'.; 
signals  were  received  rather  weakly  at  the  bme)  advising 
that  he  was  over  Helmville  ond  looking  (or  an  emergency 
landing  field.  It  was  assumed  that  he  wished  lo  land  In  the 
vtcinlly  of  Helmville.  so  an  aitempt  was  made  to  describe 
the  approximate  location  of  a ranch  landing  strip  about  2 
miles  east,  but  this  strip  hos  never  been  placed  on  ony  chart 
and  the  pilot  was  unable  to  find  it.  The  "Copenhaver " strip 
wos  then  described  as  to  location,  length  and  hozords.  but 
■he  pilot  advised  loter  that  he  did  not  go  clear  lo  Ovondo  in 
an  attempt  to  find  it,  electing  rather  to  attempt  to  get  into  the 
Drummond  valley. 

The  pilot  was  advised  that  Ihe  lops  of  all  mountains 
north  of  Drummond  were  visible  though  some  were  hazy  due 
to  light  snow  showers,  except  that  directly  north  of  the  range 
station,  the  clouds  and  snow  were  obscuring  the  mountain 
lops.  He  was  advised  that  so  far  as  we  could  see  from  here, 
if  he  could  get  into  the  pass  from  the  other  end,  he  could 
probably  proceed  VFR  to  this  valley  and  that  the  hills  and 
mountains  lo  the  East  were  all  clear  of  showers  and  nbr 
topped  by  clouds. 

The  pilot  attempted  to  climb  to  8.000  feet  and  come  over 
the  range  west  of  Drummond  (about  12  or  13  miles)  but  failed 
and  proceeded  bock  to  the  Blockfool  valley  and  Helmville. 
Shortly  afterward,  a large  break  showed  up  over  tho  hills 
about  5 or  6 miles  west  of  Ihe  range  station  and  the  pilot 
was  advised  of  this  and  further,  that  if  he  could  gel  into 
that  breok.  he  could  then  see  into  the  Drummond  valley. 
Loter.  the  pilot  advised  he  could  see  a nver.  He  was  advised 
thot  the  only  large  river  in  this  vicinity  was  the  Clark  Fork, 
in  the  valley  and  that  he  could  also  see  railroad  tracks  and 
highway.  He  advised  almost  Immediately  that  he  had  the 
town  of  Drummond  tn  sight  and  "thanJes  a lot,"  (il  developed 
then  that  he  had  followed  the  road  over  the  hills  and  actually 
come  out  slightly  east  of  Drummond.  " 

The  pilot  then  attempted  lo  proceed  to  Helena  as  flight 
planned,  but  foiled  to  get  through  MacDonald  Pass  and  re- 
lumed lo  Drummond  where  he  remained  overnight.
